Ebony.

of seveial varieties of trees. All kinds 
of ebony are distinguished for their 
great density and dark color. 
The 


wood in all varieties is heavier than 
water. The heaviest varieties are the 
daikest. The other grades require a 
considerable amount of staining to 
make them black. 


Ebony is of a uniform color through- 


out and will not show any deteriora- 
tion even from long continued use. 


There arc three varieties of ebony 


well known in commerce. The ebony 
flora the Gaboon coast of Africa Is the 
darkest. The Madagascar ebony Is the 
densest The Macassar ebony furnish- 
es the largest pieces.

weight. 


Imitations of ebony can always be 


distinguished by their lighter weight, 
and the cheaper Imitations can be de- 
tected by merely scratching the sur- 
face.—Jewelers' Weekly.

The only structures in Japan which 


seem to be earthquake proof are the 
pagodas, which are erected before the 
temples 
There are many which are 


700 or 800 yeais old and as solid as 
when first built. 


There is a rcasou for this and it lies 


in their construction. A pagoda Is prac- 
tically u fiamework of heavy timbers, 
\\hlch stalls from a wide base, and Is 
In Itself a substantial structure, but Is 
rendered still more stable by a peculiar 
device. Inside the framework and sus- 
pended from the apex Is a long, heavy 
beam of limber two feet thick or more.

Many visitors to the coast are sorely 


puzzled when a boatman either refuses 
to put off from the shore, or at most 
go far from land, on a day when there 
Is no sign of an approaching storm 
and the water Is only moved by a long 
and gentle rolling swell. 


Argument la of no avail, and If the 


old salt is pushed for a reason he will 
only reply with some cryptogramlc re- 
mark about "the ground sea," the 
questioner then retiring more bewil- 
dered than before. 


It is hard to understand how such a 


gentle swell can presage danger, but 
to experienced eyes It gives a warning 
that must be heeded. All along the 
west and parts of the south coasts of 
England and Ireland, as well as the 
west coast of Scotland, uncounted 
tales are told of ships which on a per- 
fectly calm day have been within a 
few hours first caught by a gentle roll 
of the water and finally thrown on a 
rockbound 
shoste by the 
dreaded 


"ground sen." 


To understand this curious marine 


phenomenon It must be borne In mind 
that out on the Atlantic waves are of- 
ten formed to a heigh of 40 feet. Driv- 
en before a heavy gale, these advance 
at a rate of from 30 to 40 miles an 
hour. Traveling at such a rate, they 
soon get out of the wind swepl 
area. But even though, for them, the 
storm is past they still roll on In fury 
their undulations often being felt BOO 
miles from the point of their creatlofl. 


In the region of the storm thes;* 


waves are fierce, breaking billows, bul 
as they get farther away they settle 
down into long, rolling ridges, which 
travel onward in long, unbroken lines, 
perfectly parallel with each other. 


Out on the open sea these ridges of- 


ten stretch out for a distance of over 
SO miles, and they travel in threes, 
each successive wave being larger 
than its predecessor. The sight Is an 
imposing one. 


The farther they progress the- small- 


er they become In height, but this Is 
compensated for by the fact thavt their 
motion is communicated to the mass of 
water below, until the roll can be de- 
tected fully 50 feet under the surface. 
This gives them the name of "g.tound 
sea." 


In this peculiarity their danger lies, 


for when a becalmed ship is cau;(ht In 
them, her draft, the resisting power 
that enables her to ride out a storm, 
becomes the fulcrum which the liquid 
mass uses to hurl her onward to> de- 
struction. 


On a calm day any sailing craft 


caught In the "ground sea" near a 
rocky shore Is as good as lost, unless a 
wind can spring up and enable lies' to 
beat out to sea. Many a ship has met 
this fate. The reason many more do 
not get lost Is due to the gentle swell 
that so deceives a lancjnman and warns 
a sailor. 


As the "ground sea" advances it 


pushes a certain amount of water be- 
fore it. This also forms into ridges, 
like Its pursuer, but of less height and 
approximately no depth. 


The "false sea," as It is called, Is lit 


tie more than a rolling swell, but it 
gives a warning of from 20 minutes to 
two hoars' duration, enabling a ehlp 
to either run Into port, get out to sea 
or securely anchor; while at the sea. 
side resorts the boatmen run close fa 
shore to the surprise of the "trippers.1 


When It Is remembered that a wave 


20 feet high, which Is often attained by 
the "ground sea," strikes with a force 
of one ton to the square inch, the ne 
cessity for caution will be recognized. 


All waves that come In parallel 


ridges, however, are not dangerous, as 
there is a "wind billow" that Is closely 
allied to the "ground sea" In appear- 
ance. 


"Wind billows" are due to a heavy 


wind blowing but a few miles off the 
land, but as they have bad but a com- 
paratively short distance to travel they 
have no depth. Consequently even a 
rowing boat Is perfectly safe on them 
If properly handled. 


These waves usually appear when

Consequently the equilibrium of 
the pagoda Is never disturbed, and this 
Is the explanation of the great age of 
many of them, when from their height 
one would suppose them to be peculiar- 
ly susceptible to the effects of the 
earthquake.

There 19 a character in tbe form of a 


man to whom the term boss is applied. 
The real meaning ot tbe word when 
itoed to describe tbe man form called 
boas is a problem we are not in a posi- 
tion tp explain. The term In its appli- 
cation seems to be descriptive ot au 
individual who makes it his doty to 
herd leaser man formed cbaracters 
than himself In the world of politics 
The word* "little fellows" are used to 
describe the herd of man forms who 
are herded by the boss. The mau 
form tilled boss aspires to respects 
bility aud makes it a part of bis work 
to Impress upon tbe public the neces- 
sity there is to have a person such as 
be is to attend to public matters. 


The political situation of his depart 


ment ia especially under bis euperris 
ion and oare, as he makes it bis bast' 
ness more particularly to excuse tbe 
people from 
any participation 
iu 


political affairs, which is intended as a 
kindness by tbe boss. Tbe people 
as tbe boss understands government 
know ootbing about it, und each being 
true it is kind ia him to take upon 
himself the burdens of state. 


The people sometimes complain 


about tbe doings of the boss in matter 
of government, which he believes ti 
be unkind, because be ban made it bii 
duty to relieve them of their duty a 
citizens by taking the whole govern 
ment upon himself, and should it ap 
pear in any particular tbat be is set 
flab in matters o' government by run 
uing it his way, to aid himself and 
compensate his friends, there is no 
anything wrong in doing as he doe 
iu these particular?, because he be 
lieves the hoes and bis friends shoal 
receive tbe emoluments of government 
as tbe people hive nothing to do wit] 
government — excepting, always, tb 
little matter of expense, about whid 
they have no reason to complain, be 
cjuse he is iu favor of low taxation tc 
protect u railroad or other corporation 
which it is bis special duty to care to 
and protect against aoy inroads by tb 
people. 


The boss is well aware of tbe inuo 


oeace of these corporate bodies, an 
knowing their innocence, they reoeiv 
his protection to prevent the peopl 
in their baste from doing one or mor 
of them au injury, which would b 
sacrilege by the people. There is no 
anything that seems more plausible o 
more reasonable than the view take 
of these matters by a boss when he i 
fully convinced that tbe people ar 
not sufficiently intelligent to gover 
themselves. 


When tbe whole responsibility o 


government Is upon a boss, who Is i 
truth the government, the responei 
bility ia almost ton much for one man 
but when a man has given bis life t 
the people and their interests, as 
tesnlt of large beaded kindness, an 
has taken upon himself the protectio 
of innocent ooiporutione, he should b 
much admired by tbe people and th 
corporations — more particularly b 
Innocent corporations.

trouble and oauaes hiio many sleeples 
nights when be is interviewing and in 
struuting tbn little fellows in matter 
of government, more particularly be 
fore an approaching election.
